county who proposod to be res ¬

ponsible for the conduct of Mott
and for his return to prison in tho
ovont tho commissioners so ordor
and who proposed to buy Mott a
suit of citizens clothes and pay
his faro home

exceptionally good prisoner os to
doportmout

The law providos that the Prison
Commissioners may make rules
and logulations for paroling por
sons confined in tho penitentiary
Persons in prison for murdor may
go on parole ofter they shall have
served out at loast ton yoars of tho
torm Persons sontencod for a
felony other than rapo or incest
and who havo not beon previously
convicted and sorvod a term and
who have not been insubordinate
to the rulos and regulations may
bo allowod to go on parole outside
of tho building and enclosure but
to remain and bo 111 the legal cus
tody oud control 01 tlie commiss
ioners and subject at any time to
be takon back and confined when ¬

ever suoh conviot shall become
disobedient to tho law or the com-
missioners

shall deem best Pa-

roled

convictB ore when thoy re ¬

main in the State required to
roport thoir place of rosidonce and
conduct to tho commissioners
through tho county judgo at least
evpry six months
